University Professor 
Scolds Them in New Book. 


SLAVES AS IN BEGINNING.

Pampered and Petted, They Ruin Men 
Who Serve Their Wishes. 


+ New York; Aug. 1%.—[Special.}—” Come, 


bring me money and I will kiss you. Make 
me a name before the world and I will 
it abroad. Baild me a house more sp 
than other houses, set me above my sisters, 
and I will reflect honor on you among men 
p the clothes I wear and the excellent

This is the idea of one type of American 
women held by Robert Herrick, professor 
of English, in the University of Chicago. . 
This is his representation of this type of 
American women in his new novel, “ To- 
gether,” published today. Thus he general- 
izes: 
“The flower of successful womanhood— 
those who have bargained shrewdly—are to 


| be found overfed, overdressed, sensualized, 


in great hotels, on mammoth steamers and 
luxurious trains, rushing hither and thither 
on idle errands. 

“They have lost their prime function. 
They will not or they cannot get children. 
They are free; as néVer women were before. 
And these wives are the custodians qf men, 
not merely of their purses but of their souls.” 


Not Companion, but Toy. 

In this condition of American womanhood, 
the author discerns not the progress but the 
retrogression of woman; not her rise, but her 
tall, her sinking back to the condition of a 
mare female creature. He writes: 

“And thus, unwittingly. woman becomes 
again in the revolution of the ages what sha 
was at first, the female creature, the posses- 
sion, the thing for luat and for amusement, 
the cherished siave. For the death of wom- 
am's soul follows when she pays with her 
body, a simple, immutabie law. 

„% Woman in America, splendid and free, 
what have you done with the men who were 


up from the city stree he most material 
age and the most material men the least 
levely civilisation of God’s earth. No longer 
the fighting companion at man's side, but 
reaching out for yourself after your own de- 
5 en, you have become the slave of the brute, 
as you were before.”” 


Pity for Dumb, Driven Man. 

Prof. Herrick draws a sordid picture of 
what this type of American woman has made 
of the American man. He says: 

„And the poor creature man, who fights 
for his queen? A trained energy, a vessel of 
careless passion, a blind doer, great 
truths and seeing Little ends. 

“There are moments when his sleep is 
troubled with feverish dreams. But roused 
from these idle fancies, he sallies forth from 
hie cabin palace or his hotel apartment, or 
his steam heated and childless flat into the 
old fray, to kill hig meat and bring It home. 

“We chatted of the curse of Castle garden, 
unmindtful that in the dumb animal hordes, 
who labor and breed children, lies the future, 
For theire will be the land when the blond 
hunter of the market and his pampered com- 
panion are swept into the dust heap.”

Port by Christopher Columbus 


DAMAGED BY ROUGH WAVES. 


e * 


Signals for Help When Its Smokestack 
Falls and Engines Fail. 


Rolling heavily in the trough of the sea, 
with smoke stack gone and cargo shifting in 
the hold, the Alaska, one of the largest 
freighters of the Anchor line, threatened yes- 
terday to go on the shore near Racine, when 
it was picked up and towed into Chicago by 
the steamer, Christopher Columbus 

The Columbus was headed for Chibago with 
a full load of excursionists, when, at dusk, it 
sighted the Alaska. The latter boat seemed 

to be In distress, but a8 no signal was given 
the Columbus was passing on, when suddenly 
the Alaska’s smoke stack was seen to topple 
over, craghing heavily down on the star- 
board side. 

At this the Alaska whistled for help and 
the Columbus put about for the rescue 
There was great excitement, but no disorder 
among the passengers as their boat turned 
toward the stricken steamer. It was believed 
the Alaska was sinking. 46 the Columbus 
came closer it was that the Alaska was 
making no headway, ing heavily to one 
side and rolling in the trough. „ with 
the smokestack rolling around the deck and 
threatening to pull into the lake, the sailors 
who were trying to save it gave the excur- 
slonists some thrills which are not included 
in the printed advantages of @ lake trip to 
Miiwaukee. . 

5 Anxiety at Chicago Dock. 

Capt. Charles E. Moody of the Columbus 
brought his boat as close as possible and 
Hailed Capt. J. J. Lehan of the Aléaka. On 
learning that there Was no danger of the 
vessel sinking, but that it was unable to 
make headway under its own steam, the 
Columbus took a hawser from the disabled 
boat and set about to tow it to Chicago. 

This resulted in a delay of two hours and 
fourteen minutes in the schedule arrival of 
the Columbus and great anxiety om the part 
of those who were waiting at the dock. The 
steamers did not arrive until 11:44p.m. A 
rumor was circulated that the Christopher 
Columbus had turned turtle and there was 
talk of chartering a tug and starting out in 
search when the excursion boat was heard 
whistling for a tug to take its 1,600 ton 
burden. & 

According to Capt. Lehan of the Alaska the 
trouble was caused by the heavy sea through 
the trough of which the boat was compelled 
to travel on its way down the lake When off 
Wind point, two miles south of Racine, one 
big roll broke the chains and bolteend threw 
the smokestack to the deck. No ond was hurt 
and the saflors were ordered immediately to 
secure the stack and prevent it rolling about 
the deck or going overboard. At the same 
time the firés were stopped, for any attempt 
to burn them would have set fire to the decks 
from which the stack nad been wrenched. 


Praise for the Columbus. 

As the cargo was beginning to shift and 
the wind threatened to blow the vessel on the 
shore, the distress whistle was given to the 
rapidly disappearing Columbus. Luckily, !t 
was heard and heeded, and the rescue fol- 
lowed. 

The happiest man on the lakes last night 
was Capt. Charles E. Moody of the rescuing 
ship 

„Trust the Columbus,” he eald with par- 
donable pride. It's the goods, the one and 
only whaleback, the Worid's fair whaleback, 
the best boat on the lakes. It's been goin’ 
through that trough day in and day out, year 
in and year out, and never lost a smokestack 
or had to be towed in.“ 

To speak to Capt. Moody of the rumor 
that his whaleback had turned turtle was to 
invite instant hilation.

Lambeth Conference Publishes 
Decisions Members Reached. 


ALL PEOPLES MUST BLEND. 


Socialism, Race Suicide, and Need of. 
More Ministers Discussed. 


LONDON, Aug. 7.—An encyclical y- 
ing the results of the Lambeth conference 
was issued from Lambeth palace tonight, 
It shows that the discussions of the 243 
bishops composing the conference were based 
upon the reporte of committees appointed 
to consider the various subjects. The con- 
gress lasted from July 27 to Aug. 5. 

Except in a few instances no intimation is 
given as to whether the eighty-six resolu- 
tions adopted by the conference were sub- 
fects of wide differences of opinion or not. 
Among the resolutions passed was the follow- 


ing: 

In view of the tendencies shown in the 
writings of the propent day, the conference 
places on record the conviction that the his- 
torical facts stated in the creeds are an 
essential part of the faith of the church.” 

The serious decline in the number of candi- 
dates for the ministry is deplored, and pa- 
rents are urged to dedicate sons to the min- 
istry and churches t provide funds for the 
training of candidates. The conference re- 
solved also that the purely educational sys- 
tems are educati ly, as well as moral- 
ly, unsound, and that no teaching can be 
regarded as adequate unless it be religious 
teaching, which is limited to historical in- 
formation and moral culture. 


All Races Must Be Welded. 

Interesting to the United States is the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“ All races and peoples, whatever their lan- 
guage and conditions, must be welded into 
one body, and the organisation of different 
races living side by side into separate or in- 
dependent churches on the basis of race or 
color is inconsistent: with the vital and essen- 
tial principles of the unity of Christ's 
church.“ 

On the divorce question the resolutions of 
1888 were reaffirmed and the influence of good 
women was invoked to remedy the terrible 
evils which have grown up from the creation 
of facilities for divorce.”’ 

By a vote of 87 to 84 the conference resolved 
that it was undesirable that the innocent 
party to a divorce for adultery receive the 
blessing of the church upon remarriage. It 
denounced also the growing practice of re- 
striction of the famly. 


Socialism Indorsed in Part. 

Socialism took up much of the bishops’ at- 
tention: The conference recognized the 
ideals of brotherhood which underlie this 
movement, and it called upon the church 
to show sympathy for the movement in so 
far as it strives to procure for all just treat- 
ment and a real opportunity to live true 
human lives. 

The congress resolved that the social mis- 
sion and the social principles of Christianity 
should be given more prominence in the 
teachings of the church, and it impresses 
upon churchmen that property is a trust 
held for the benefit of the community, and 
urges as their moral responsibility, first, 
the character and social effect of any busi- 
ness in which their money is invested; séc- 
ond, the treatment of employés; third, the 
observance of laws relating thereto and. 
fourth, the payment of just wages. 

The movements for peace and for the 
suppression of opium traffic are commended, 
and the circular says steps have been taken 
by the appointment of commitees for closer 
relations with the orthdox church of the 
east. 

The archbishop of Canterbury in the en- 
oyclical dwells upon the striking revival of 
missionary zeal and the testimony of the 
pan-Anglican conference to the unity of 
the church and its eagerness to assist in all 
useful work. The archbishop says the solu- 
tion of race problems is the des of the 
Statesman and that it is for the church to 
face the perplexities which daunt the civil 
rulers. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS IS BETTER. 


Prelate Thinks He Will Be Able to Go 
to the Vatican to See the 
Pope Today. 

ROME, Aug. 7.—Cardinal Gibbons, who 
has been suffering for several days with 
an intestinal disorder, today was able to 
get up, and thinks his condition tomorrow 
will permit of his going to the vatican to 
present to Pope Pius the canons of the ba- 
silica of St. Maria, in Trastevere, over which 
the American prelate holds the title of arch 
priest. Aug. 15, Assumption day, Cardinal 
Gibbons will wil pentiivate in that basilica.

BODY IN CANAL RESEMBLES | 
FIVE MEN WHO ARE MISSING. 


Lemont Undertaker Trying to Identi- 
fy Ninth Victim He Taken 
from the Water in Six Months. 


John H. O’Brien, uridertaker at Lemont, 
III., yesterday appealed to the detective bu- 
reau for aid in identifying the body of a man 
found in the drainage canal Thursday after- 
noon. After reading the book of descriptions | 
of missing persons O’Brien said five of them 
tallied with the description of the man found 
in the canal. 

The men missing who answer the descrip- 
tion are: Timothy Coonan, 24 Olive street; 
Willfam Duchene, 2358 Indiana avenue; Dom- 
inick Dunijanovich, 2227 Archer avenue; Mel 
Plank, 201 South Water street; Hane T 
son, 342 Milwaukee avenue, and Ben Walin- 
sky, 554 North Robey street. 

The description of the man found in the 
canal is: About 45 years old, 5 feet 4-inchee 
tall, 145 pounds, brown hait.and mus 
wore a pink striped white sh'rt, gray trousers, 
brown striped yest, blue and white cotton 
socks and patent leath oxfords. 

It is believed that the man was ee 
as his pockets were turned inside out and the 
left side of his face was badly bruised. ,

IT PAYS TO STOP WATER'LEAKS. 
Operation Expensive, but Great Sav- 
ings Result—Larger Appropria- 
tions Needed. 


Waste of city water, which amounts to 
83,000,000 gallons a year, can be stopped by 
a moderate expenditure. City Engineer John 
Ericson yesterday produced reports from the 
bureau of water surveys which, he declared, 
showed that for every dollar expended in this 
department the city is saving three. When 
the appropriation for the surveys gets big 
enough to cover the whole city, Mr. Ericson 
said, the waste of water will be reduced to 
moderate figures: . 

Already. In some districts the. amount of 
water used daily has been cut down 25 per 
cent simply by stopping the leakage. Ac- 
cording to reports made by T. C. Phillips, 
engineer in charge of water surveys. the 
district bounded vy Harrison and Twelfth 
streets, Fifth avenue and thé lake, which 
formerly used -4,030,000 gallons a day, now 
consumes 2,730,000 gallons, a saving of 1,300,- 
000 gallons a day, and other districts are ben- 
efited proportionately. 

Mr. Phillips outlined the way in which the 
surveys are made. 


We have four working crews, each 
assigned to a district which is mapped out. 
With the pitometer, an instrument for méas- 
Uring the flow in mains, the flow is deter- 
mined, and if it is as great at night as in the 
daytime we know ‘there d leakage. This 
leakage is traced along the various mains and 
pipes, and generally wihds up in some long 
installed plumbing.

“J wish to predict that no manufacturer 
engaged ip the making of fruit and vegetable 
products will discontinue his business or be 
forced to discontinue if chemical preserva- 
tives are ruled out of products.” 

William P. Hapgood, 1 manufacturer of 
Indianapolis, said: 

Over 50 per cent of. the tomato catsup 
on the market is made from the skins and 
cores and rotten tomatoes taken from the 
peeling tables of canning houses. I know 
of not one single packer of tomato catsup 
who is fighting for the use of chemicals in 
his product who is not using more or less 
of this waste material.’’ 


Uncleanliness Often. Covered. 

L. J. Dow of Pittsburg urged upon the 
food officers the need of enforcing the laws 
against the manufacturers, and depicted de- 
plorable conditions existing in some facto- 
ries where preservatives have to be employed 
| as a substitute for cleanliness. He said: 

“When the public learns that, by means 
of benzoate of soda, the unscrupulous manu- 
facturer is able to convert into passable 
looking and not uneatable foods in point of 


flavor substances repellent to the point of 


extreme disgust, public and legislative sup- 
port of the objects of your association will 


be forthcoming in greatly increased meas- 


ure.“

In fact, the notes about the marquis de 
Vernon are one long tissue of lies, it being 
intimated that he had served as a captain 
of the King’s Royal Lancaster regiment in 
Egypt instead of as a private first and 
then as a noncommissioned officer: while his 
birthplace is stated to be Versailles instead 
of his native Tipperary parish, and his 
grandfather is said to have been the mar- 
quis de Vernon, who was equerry com- 
mandant to Louis XVIII. and Charles X. of 
France,” neither of whom had any equerry 
of this name.

Of course, the English Vernons, of whom 
young Lord Vernon, son of an American 
mother, is the chief, and to whom Lewis Har- 
court belongs, absolutely repudiate the man 
and deny all knowledge of him, while the 
French De Vernons, of whom there are quite 
a number, are equally ignorant of the soi- 
disant marquis. Yet, with all that, he has 
been parading around in England and abroad 
for several years past as the “marquis de 
Vernon, on. the strength of the fact that 
his name figured as marquis de Vernon 
in his patent as major and honorary lleu- 


tenant colonel of the militia. battalion of the 
Royal Rifle brigade granted by. the war de- 


partment. 

In fact, thanks to this, he was able even 
to get into three or four third rate clubs 
in London, and into that Franco-Anglo- 
American Travelers’ club at Paris which 
has been the object of so much unpleasant 
notoriety ever since its foundation, both 
in connection with unsavory lawsuits and 
also with foreign members thereof who have 
been arrested there by the police and ex- 
pelled from France as “ undesirable cifi-

Aurora, III., Aug. 5.—{ Editor of The Trib- 
une.

The rule is plain and explicit that the ad- 
vance fee of $10 shall be all the fee advanced 
by either party. The statute seems to be 
still more explicit, and provides that the clerk 
shall not charge or receive any fee except 
as provided by the act. Chapter 53, section 12. 
The clerk, however, is in the habit of charging 
and collecting a fee from the appellee of $5 
as an advanced docket fee. 

In the Supreme court 640 cases were filed 
in one year, recently. The 85 collected from 
the appellee in these cases would give to the 
clerk $3,200 of unauthorized fees in one year. 
The rule in the Appellaf@ courts is the same as 
the rule of the Supreme court and the clerks 
require and collect from the appellee the same 
unauthorized fee of $5. 

Taking all these courts together the sum of 
unauthorized fees collected is large and there 
would seem to be no object in collecting ad- 
vance fess not Authorized, either by statute 
or the rule of the court, unless they would 
increase the income of the clerk above the 
amount made by legal ‘taxable fees.

They covered about 800 miles with dog 
siedges, and touched 72° 2’ north, and 104° 45’ 
west. After naming the point for Nansen 
they marked the spot with a pile of stones, 
and returned. The coast from that point 
seemed to stretch northwest. They named 
it after King Haakon. After they returned 
to the Gjja the expedition was resumed.
